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Disabled  students 
meet  challenges

Susan  Borror  is  brand  new  io  the 
IPFW  campus  this  year  and  is  in  full 
swing  with  her  position  as  bead  of 
disabled  services. 

Borror  look  over  the  position 
from  Randy  Borst,  who  served  as 
director  for  seven  years. 

"Randy  and  I  have  very  similar 
philosophies  aboul  persons  with  dis- 
abilities and  competition  in  the 
workforce,"  said  Borror.  "In  the 
seven  years  as  director,  he  provided  a 
really  strong  infrastructure  that  is 
well-respected." 

One  of  the  main  obstacles  Borror 
faces  is  accommodating  students 
with  disabilities  in  the  classroom  so 
that  they  may  obtain  sufficient 
course  material.  This,  of  course, 
deals  with  note  taking. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  semes- 
ter, if  a  professor  has  a  disabled  stu- 
dent in  class,  he/she  must  ask  for  a 
volunteer  who  would  be  willing  to 
take  notes  for  this  student  However, 
sometimes  that  is  easier  said  lhan 
done. 

"Some  professors  feel  that  other 
students  in  there  are  reluctant  to 
commit  to  attending  every  single 
class,"  said  Borror. 

The  kinds  of  students  who  need 
studenl  volunteer  note  takers  have  a 
wide  variety  of  disability  issues. 
There  are  persons  with  arthritis  in 
their  bands  who  take  a  tape  recorder 
io  class  but.  nonetheless,  prefer  writ- 
ten notes.  Some  may  have  a  partial 
hearing  loss.  As  long  as  they  are  sit- 
ting in  front  tbey  may  be  able  to  bear 
or  read  lips,  but  it  is  Mill  beneficial 
for  them  io  compare  notes  with  ihose 
of  a  reliable  individual  in  case  they 
missed  an  important  point. 

Others  have  psychological 
impairments  which  result  in  poor 
concentration  during  lectures.  With 
these  disabilities  it  is  important  to 
obtain  volunteer  note  takers,  Borror 
said. 

As  of  right  now,  there  are  no 
funds  available  to  pay  note  takers. 
However,  there  are  funds  for  other 
services  and  students  are  recruited  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  for  those. 

"We  have  a  number  of  people 
who  require  their  books  on  tape,  so 
we  do  recruit  for  readers,"  Borror 
said. 

Not  all  the  necessary  books  are 
available  through  disabled  services 
though.  There  is  a  reader  service 
from  the  Library  of  Congress  that 
has  audio  books  available.  With 
these  features,  literature  can  be 
ordered  ahead  of  time.  The  main 
problem.  Borror  said,  is  textbooks  at 
IPFW  change  frequently. 

"There  is  not  a  lot  of  resistance 
from  professors  to  attempt  finding  a 
volunteer  note  taker.  But  I  think  it  is 
just  one  more  thing  at  the  beginning 
of  the  semester  when  the  professor 
tries  to  get  a  note  taker  and  it  doesn't 
happen  It  ends  up  being  an  addition- 
al burden,"  Borror  said. 

Borror  said  she  feels  before  dis- 
abled students  are  accommodated  in 
a  job,  their  needs  must  be  first  met  in 
the  classroom. 


Campus  conducts 
diversity  study

Diversity.  The  word  is  so 
shamelessly  overused  thai 
the  lack  of  it  loses  signifi- 
cance, luming  a  very  important 
issue  inlo  a  watered  down  cliche. 

The  need  for  IPFW  to  take  a 
critical  look  at  itself  has  been  evalu- 
ated by  the  diversity  council 
through  a  survey  which  was  drafted 
during  the  1996-97  academic  year. 

Jeanette  Clausen,  chair  of  the 
diversity  council,  said  she  was  not 
surprised  by  the  findings  which, 
among  other  things,  determined  that 
50  percent  of  tbe  respondents  felt  it 
would  be  a  positive  factor  for  IPFW 
to  have  diversity  training. 

The  survey  also  found  that 
women  were  more  likely  than  men 
to  say  that  diversity  training  was 
important  and  whiles  were  more 
likely  than  people  of  color  to  say 
that  diversity  was  not  necessary. 

That  response  is  related  to  one 


of  the  latter  findings,  that  people 
who  benefited  the  most  by  leaving 
things  as  they  are  were  least  likely 
to  advocate  change. 

The  survey  took  over  a  year  to 
plan,  conduct,  and  analyze. 

After  the  results  were  compiled. 
Kenneth  Bordens,  professor  of  psy- 
chology, refined  the  original  draft 
and  performed  the  statistical  analy- 
sis. 

The  results  were  then  presented 
to  Frank  Borrelli,  vice  chancellor  of 
student  affairs,  who  decided  that  all 
of  the  information  should  be  shared 
with  faculty  members. 

Chancellor  Michael  Wartell 
then  assigned  the  diversity  council 
the  task  ot  drafting  a  campus  strate- 
gic plan  for  diversity. 

Jeaneite  Clausen  is  cautiously 
optimistic. 

"1  am  daunted,  but  not  that 
much,"  she  said.  "I  know  that  there 
are  good  faculty  and  chairs  that 
believe  in  nurturing  a  diverse  cam- 
pus population."  Clausen  said. 

The  factors  that  are  a  probable 
cause  of  Clausen's  wavering  opti- 


mism are  those  that  may  make  tbe 
implementation  of  another  survey 
difficult. 

These  include  financial  binds, 
competition  for  resources  (from 
other  projects)  and  studenl  turnover. 

Why  would  the  last  factor  be  a 
hindrance? 

"Each  new  class  of  students 
makes  a  new  challenge  each  year," 
said  Clausen. 

The  diversity  council  welcomes 
input  from  students. 

The  council  also  warns  students 
to  present  proposals  to  them  for 
Diversity  Week  (March  22-28.)

Busses  driving  to  serve  students    Olmos:  We're  all 

in  the  same  gang

While  most  students  endure  the 
torture  of  driving  to  IPFW  there  are 
many  who  rely  on  Fort  Wayne's 
public  transportation  system  (PTC) 
to  get  tbem  to  campus  on  lime. 

Over  a  week  ago,  the  PTC 
General  Manager  and  a  representa- 
tive from  IPFW  met  to  discuss  how 
the  needs  of  students  who  ride  the 
bus  could  belter  be  fulfilled. 

The  main  concern  of  lhat  meet- 
ing was  lhat  many  sludents  felt  that 
the  time  the  busses  ran  should  be 
lengthened  in  the  evenings  to  pro- 
vide more  students  with  the  opportu- 
nity to  take  evening  classes. 

"1  have  bad  students  come  io  me 
all  the  tune  saying  thai  they  would 
like  to  lake  evening  classes  but  they 
live  on  the  South  Side  and  could 
never  make  il  on  time. ..after  taking  a 
seventy-minute  bus  trip,"  said 
Christine  Patterson,  director  of  the 
Office  of  Multicultural  Services  . 

Patterson  said  she  would  like  io 
see  more  of  a  partnership  between 
PTC  and  IPFW. 

She  said  she  has  seen  it  work  ai 
other  campuses,  including 
Bloomington,  South  Bend,  and  Penn 
Stale. 


"The  PTC  is  suffering  from  lack 
of  ridership...and  that's  due  to  poor 
service,"  said  Patterson. 

Patterson  points  oul  that  every 
student  is  charged  a  parking  fee, 
whether  or  not  they  drive  to  IPFW. 

She  feels  that  if  PTC  offered  a 
semester  pass  for  bus  nders,  IPFW 
could,  in  turn,  like  other  campuses, 
put  money  into  the  PTC. 

That  would  provide  better  bus 
service  to  students  as  well  as  gener- 
ate much  needed  funds  for  PTC. 

Tom  Pfefferkom.  Director  of 
Operations  for  Public 
Transportation  Corporation,  does 
not  predict  thai  changes  in  service 
will  cosl  more  for  sludents. 

"We'll  be  doing  a  combination 
of  things,"  Pfefferkom  said.  "We're 
looking  at  revamping  lots  of  routes, 
including  IPFW." 

Pfefferkom  acknoweledged 
complaints  about  the  service  and 
referred  to  a  study  PTC  had  done  by 
an  outside  entity. 

"A  study  by  an  independent 
agency,  as  part  of  ihe  Transportation 
Planning  Committee,  which  is  a 
subdivision  of  the  City  Planning 
Committee,  analyzed  bus  routes  and 
numbers  of  riders.  The  biggest  com- 
plaint, was  lhat  busses  run  loo  infre- 
quently," said  Pfefferkom. 

"The  only  problem  is  that  more 


busses  cost  money  " 

This  would  be  where  a  partner- 
ship with  the  university  would  help 
out. 

Pfefferkom  said  without  more 
busses,  the  current  system  has  every 
bus  going  downtown  to  transfer  rid- 

PTC  has  long  been  addressing 
the  problem  of  frequency. 

There  is  no  definite  dale  of 
implementation  set  but  Pfefferkom 
predicts  lhat  the  change  should 
occur  around  June  1. 

He  said  be  was  uncertain  about 
how  much  the  routes  will  change, 
but  said  many  routes  will  become 
shorter,  which  may"  change  where 
people  catch  the  bus. 

It  would  cut  down  on  travel  time 
because  it's  an  ongoing  process  he 
said 

A  process  thai  cannot  be  quick- 
ened soon  enough  for  some  PTC 


Frank  Borelli.  vice  chancellor  of 
student  affairs,  said  that  two  key 
issues  will  be  addressed  by  PTC 
before  the  changes  could  begin. 

"They  would  like  to  find  oui 
how  many  studcnLs  would  be  using 
the  service,  and  io  what  pan  of  the 
city  does  ihe  service  need  to  extend 
itself,"  said  Borelli.

Edward  James  Olmos,  actor  and 
Hispanic  activist,  spoke  to  a  packed 
Walb  Ballroom  Friday,  Oct.  3,  about 
giving  minority  children  a  history  to 
make  them  proud  of  their  heritage.

John  Anson 
Award  and  Role  Model  of  the  Year 
designation  from  the  Colgate- 
Palmolive  Co.  and  Hispanic

According  to  Jennifer  Murphy, 
Marketing  and  Public  Relations 
Specialist  for  the  School  of  Fine  and 
Performing  Arts,  "Theatre  produc- 
tions range  from  comedy  to  drama, 
satire  to  romance  and  cutung-edge 
plays  to  classic  musicals  While  not 
every  production  will  please  every 
tbeater-goer.  there  is  likely  to  be 
something  for  everyone  throughout 
the  course  of  the  season." 

On  Oct-17  and  18,  the  depart- 


ment of  theatre/ Purdue -Indiana 
Theatre  will  present  the  first  produc- 
tion in  the  1W7-98  Mainstage 
series,  a  play  entitled  Marat-Sade 
(The  Persecution  and  Assassi nation 
of  Jean-Paul  Marat  as  Performed  by 
the  Inmates  of  the  Asylum  of 
Charenton  Under  the  Direction  of 
the  Marquis  dc  Sadc).  The  play 
begias  at  8  pm  in  Williams  Theatre 
and  is  directed  by  Larry  L.  Life. 

If  you  arc  unfamiliar  with  the 
historical  background  of  characters, 
Jean-Paul  Marat  was  a  French 
Revolutionary  War  hero  who  ruled 
the  National  Assembly. 

The  production's  program  says 
that  "Marat  was  instrumental  in 
indicting  and  ousting  his  opposition, 
the  Girondists,  from  the  Assembly  in 
1793,  Soon  after  this,  Charlotte 
Corday,  a  beaubful  young  woman 
from  Northern  France  and  Girondist 
sympathizer,  came  to  Paris  and 
fatally  plunged  a  dagger  into 
Marat's  breast  while  he  soaked  in 
his  bathtub." 

While  confined  in  the  Charenton 


Asylum  from  1803  until  his  death  in 
1814,  the  infamous  Marquis  de  Sadc 
wrote  and  produced  theatrical  per- 
formances to  entertain  and  provide 
therapy  for  those  confined  in  the 
Asylum  like  himself  The  elite  of 
Parisian  society  came  to  the  Asylum 
to  waich  the  "lunatics"  perform. 

There  is  no  historical  evidence 
that  Mann  and  Sadc  ever  met,  but 
writer  Peter  Weiss  has  written  an 
imaginative  play-within-a-play 
about  Marat's  death  while  be  is 
simultaneously  involved  in  a  philo- 
sophical debate  with  Sadc  on  the 
nature  of  revolution 

Marat-Sade  has  received  both 
the  Tony  Award  and  the  New  York 
Critics  Award  for  Best  Play.  The 
play  stars  John  C.  Hermes  as  the 
Marquis  de  Sade,  Joel  T.  Moorman 
as  Monsieur  Coulmier,  Gavino 
Olvcra  as  Jean-Paul  Marat,  Sarah 
Forbing  as  Simonne  EvTard,  Anna  L. 
Mossburg  as  Charlotte  Corday  and

What  was  originally  just  a  five- 
minutc  video  Christmas  card  turned 
into  a  phenomenon  rarely  seen  on 
cahle  television — a  hit  show  from 
day  one.  There  was  a  tremendous 
Hollywood  buzz  about  the  show  for 
nearly  two  years  until  the  first 
episode  of  "South  Park"  aired  on 
Comedy  Central.  South  Park  is  the 


first  cartoon  to  receive  television's 
TV-MA  (for  maiure  audiences  only) 
rating  usually  reserved  for  culling 
edge  dramas  like  "NYPD  Blue." 

The  pilot  episode  created  sever- 
al celebrity  fans  such  as  Tool  and 
George  Clooney. 

Clooney  also  appeared  as 
"Sparky"  ("Big  Gay  AI's  Big  Gay 
Boai  Ride."  Episode  104)  He  didn"t 
do  anything  but  bark  in  the  episode 

The  six  episodes  being  aired  on 
Comedy  Central  have  created  a  slir 
on  ihe  Internet  and  in  college  dorms 


throughout  Ihe  nation.  IPFW  is  nol 
immune  to  this  event 

At  least  30  web  pages  have  been 
devoted  lo  "South  Park." 

The  show  follows  ihe  lives  of 
four  Colorado  3rd  graders  Kyle  and 
Stan  appear  lo  be  the  smartest,  while 
Canman  and  Kenny  provide  most  of 
the  gross  humor 

Rarely  do  Ihe  children  speak 
without  utiehng  some  sort  of 
obscenity,  especially  Kenny,  the  kid 
wbo  no  one,  except  those  on  TV,  can 
understand. 


James  Buchanan,  senior,  has 
been  waichmg  South  Park  for  sever- 
al weeks 

"It's  a  phenomena]  satire,  with  a 
political  nature  that  exposes  current 
issues  in  a  unique  and  comical  way," 
Buchanan  said. 

Not  everyone  digs  the  strange, 
bizarre  happenings  in  Ihe  mountain 
town  of  South  Park. 

"I  saw  pan  of  it,  and  1  thought  it 
was  stupid,"  said  Karen  Goines, 
freshman. 

Created   by   University   of 


Colorado  students,  Trey  Parker  and 
Matt  Sione,  Ihe  show  has  snow- 
balled into  29  more  episodes.  The 
first  new  episode  will  air  on  Oct.  29. 
Parker  and  Slone  promise  Kenny's 
death  will  (op  all  his  previous 
killings. 

Although  the  show  takes  special 
pride  in  being  perverted  and  disgust- 
ing, it  also  covers  very  heavy 
themes  like  homosexuality  and 
euthanasia. 

But  it  also  gels  into  the  sopho- 
moric  humor  of  cartoon  violence 


and  "explosive  di.urhea" 

The  Oct.  29  Halloween  episode 
will  feature  a  Jesus  v.  Salan  Pay-pce- 
view,  references  lo  "Night  of  the 
Living  Dead"  and  "Thriller"  and  one 
very  offensive  costume. 

Immediately  afier,  Comedy 
Central  will  air  the  "Canman  Geis 
an  Anal  Probe"  episode.  New 
episodes  will  air  every  Wednesday 
afier.
